The fire is the 
worst which has been experienced here 
for years. The middle of the dock is 
burning fiercely, and it is being cut 
into sections to prevent the fire spread- 
ing. 
It looks as though 300 feet of 


dock would be destroyed, together with 
20,000 teas of coal, the latter worth 
$50,000.

Another terror has beeu added to exist- 
ence by the revelations made, by a trade 
paper of the proessses by which certain 
manufacturers "SI!" tbe sheets and 
blankets with which they flood the mar- 
ket. 


We are told that after a piece of 


waste. Ebeeting lias been woven tbe cloth 
is passed over a trough containing a so- 
lution of ziuo. sulphate of magnesia 
(coiuajonly known as epsoin salts) and 
water. This is called u sprinkler. A re- 
volving brnsb plays n spray of these 
noxious ingredients upon tho cloth. 
with tho result that a 50 pound piece 
after tbe operation weighs 7'<; ponuds 
tuore than when it left the loom. As 
tbe goods are sold by the pound, tbo ob- 
ject is evident. 


But what about ths purchaser? A 


piece cuts up iuro teu pairs of sheets 
Each pair therefore contains three-quar- 
ters of « pound of moisture urrractinp 
material. 
Tbe results are apnallinu 


At soon as a wet day conies the sheets 
become damp and the lcekle.-s wii;hr 
who sleeps between them !s apt to cou- 
tract a chill that may send him to tho 
bourn whence, 
no traveler 
returns. 


i.'ve:i if his suspicions are aroused anrl 
ho boldly casts usidn the sheets and 
wraps himseif in tta blankets it may 
avail him nothing, for the blanket 
makers have learned tije trick, aud the 
same ill results tuny ensue. 


Isext wo shall hear that tbe. counter- 


pane makers are equally astute, and 
the timid sleeper may be driven to pro- 
vide himself with tbe woolen sleeping 
bass that suggest travels in the farthest 
north. 
The only advantage of these 


"filled" or heavily "sized" sheets aud 
blankets is tbsr- they aro death to in- 
sects, bet if tbt-y kill tbo sleeper as 
well as tbe pules irritant;—to s«y noth- 
ing of tbe cimes lectularius—what 
boots it?—Limdnu Telegraph.
